FOSSIL REMAINS. 


The Bones of a Prehistoric Monster Dis- 
covered in a Kansas Swamp. 

GoopLanpD (Kan.,) April 19. —[Corre- 
spondence.| This part of the State of 
Kansas has long been known among 
scientists as being the center of some 
of the most remarkable fossil remains 
ever found in this country, and nearly 
every year expeditions have been sent 
to this section by various. colleges 
and scientific societies for the 
urpose of getting specimens. It 
as been supposed that the ‘‘cream’’ 
had been skimmed off by those

who have been digging in this 
vicinity for the past ten years, but a 
discovery made by William Johnson a 
few days ago shows that there is still a 
large field for investigation. Mr. John- 
son reports that he has found the fossil 
remains of some gigantic animal ina 
swamp on his farm, the like of which 
he has never seen or heard of. 

While digging a trench through the 
swamp for the purpose of reclaiming 
the land, the workmen threw out a 
bone which at once attracted attention 
by its peculiar formation and size. It 
was evidently the leg bone of some 
prehistoric animal and a search was at 


once begun for the rest of the 
remains. This search was s0 
cessful that the entire animal 
was unearthed and then it was 


found that something which is much 
larger than a mastodon was found to 
have been buried in the old peat bed, 
which constituted the bottom of the 
swamp. The bones show that the ani- 
mal must have stood not less than fif- 
teen feet high and was evidently of the 
deer kind, as the bones are slender and 
not of the ordinary elephantine struc- 
ture of those which have previously 
been found in this vicinity. 


LOST TREASURE. 


An Expedition to Search for a Wagon- 
load of Gold. 

Canyon City (Colo.,) April 20.—[Cor- 
respondence.] It is learned here that a 
company is being organized in Chicago 
with the ostensible object of searching 
fora lost treasure on the Purgatoir 
River, or it is called in this country the 
“Picket Wire.’’ An old legend, which 
dates somewhere back in the days 
when this country was under Spanish 
rule, says thata wagonload of gold 
was buried by some army officers rather 
than let it fall into the hands of the 
Indians. The company which is now 
being formed claims to have such per- 
fect data that they will be able to un- 
earth the gold without any trouble. 
According to the story of a man here 
who is onthe inside of the matter 
the company isto be organized under 
the laws of Illinois, and will invest 
$5000 in looking after the lost gold. 

This money is to be raised by issuing 
shares in the Purgatory River Gold 
Company, and each share is valued at 
rice 
and the balance is not to be called for 
unless there is every reason to believe 
that the lost treasure. is to be found. 
As the legendary history of the lost gold 
has long been believed to be a mythand 
the whole country has been prospected 
time and again for the lost gold with no 
success, it is doubcful if any of the 
‘“company”’ gets any pro%s out of the 
scheme except the men who are 
engineering it, 


A FRENZIED WOMAN. 


She Attempts to Set Fire to a Crowded 
Charch, 

(N. J.,) April 24.—Maria 
Mahon, a servant €mployed by Clifford 
Wharton of Crescent avenue, made a 
desperate attempt to set fire» to 
the Crescent Avenue Presbyterian 
Church this evening while 800 per- 
sons were attending the Services. 
The woman is about 80 years 
of age. She went tochurch bareheaded 
and carrying a can of kerosene. She 
sprinkled the contents on the floor in the 
vestibule and onthe steps leading to 
the gallery. She then lighted a match 
and set fire to the oil, at the same time 
running up the center aisle during 
prayer and demanding to see Rev. Mr. 
Richards, the pastor. 

There was great excitement in. the 
church. The woman was _ arrested. 
The flames were extinguished with 
much difficulty. 


The Coming Week in Congress. 

Wasuincton, April 24.—In contrast 
with the lively scenes of the past week 
the proceedings in both branches of 
Congress during the coming week 
promise to lack public interest. The 
managers in the House have decided to 
devote the entire week to the consider-. 
ation of appropriation bills. Tomor- 
row the Diplomatic and Consular Ap- 
propriation Bill will be called up. As 
that measure makes radical changes in 
the existing law it will doubtless be at- 
tacked by its opponents upon the floor. 

Appropriation bills will also figure 
largely in the Senate proceedings. The 
debate on the Chinese bill will occupy 
all of tomorrow and the bill will proba- 
bly go to the House Tuesday with the 
Senate amenaments.

Lonpon, April 24.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] After the Fox-Bor- 
rowe fight yesterday the contestants 
left for England, escaping the Belgian 
police, who made frantic efforts to cap- 
ture them. 

There is 
now a row between Col. Tom Ochiltree 
and Fox, the latter saying that Ochil- 
tree advised him to sell the letters. 
Ochiltree denies doing so. 


BRITISH CRITICISM. 
Harrison's Silver Negotiations Declared to 
be a Political Dodge. 

Lonpvon, April 24.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.]| The Times says: 
‘‘President Harrison’s rumored negotia- 
tions fora silver conference are ob- 
viously an evasive and illusory attempt 
to temporize with the soft money par- 
tisans while escaping a rupture with 
the mercantile interests in the Eastern 
and Central States. We fear that an- 
other period of uncertainty and fluctua- 
tion has been initiated by his election- 
eering movement without the slightest 
chance of any permanent international 
settlement of the problem, or real and 
lasting improvement in the market.”’ 

The well-known currency authority, 
Ottoman Haupt, writes to the Times to 
point out that almost ali the great com- 
mercial nations are wholly users of gold 
or sellers of silver; that the opening 
of continental mints to the free coin- 


age of silver is, therefore, out 
the question and no _ prac- 
tical result can follow the sug- 
gested conference. He thinks free 


coinage of silver for private parties 
by the Indian mints might be suspended 
to pave the way for ‘‘a sort of limping 
double standard,’’ such as exists on the 
continent, or, lateron, even the adop- 
tion of a regular gold currency in which 


silver might play a certain part, thongh 


its circulation should not be increased. 


AN OLD HERO HONORED, 


The Statue of a Noted Marshal Unveiled 
_ at Vienna. 


Vienna, April 24.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| A colossal equestrian 
statue of Marshal Rabetzky was un- 
veiled in the Amheffs Squaretoday. The 
scene was enlivened by a splendid array 
of troops, officers and deputations of 
veterans who fought under the marshal. 

The Emperor with a brilliant escort 
was also present and made a short 
speech, in which the marshal’s deeds 
were eulogized. The Emperof person- 
ally unveiled. the statue. A brief re- 
ligious service followed, after whi h 
several volleys of artillery were fireu. 

The monument is on the exact spot 
where the revolutionists of 1848 hanged 
Count Latour, Minister of War. 

Various members of royalty were also 
present, and aneven hundred of Aus- 
trian and Hungarian generals and 2000 
other officers took part in the grand tri- 
umphal march past the statue after 
firing the volleys of artillery. The Em- 
peror highly complimented Sculptor 
Zumbusch on his success. 


ITALIAN AFFAIRS. 
The New Rifle a Su s—Troubles in the 
Cabinet. 

Lonpon, April 24.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.]| The Rome correspon- 
dentofthe Times says that a great 
German authority has assured him that 
the new Italian rifle is the best yet in- 
troduced, being superior to the Sebel, 
Mauser or Mannlicher weapon and that 
the Italian army authorities, conscious 
of this fact, ire determined to go on 
manufacturing the rifle, whatever sacri- 
fice may be entailed, even the abandon- 
ment of the African colony. 

The correspondent also says that 
Signor Nicotera is the dissolving force 
in the Cabinet and Rudini fears to dis- 
pense with him lest he drive him into 
the ranks of the opposition: Nicotera 
is a clever politician and ambitious to 
lead the Cabinet and must be ousted be- 
fore a settled government is possible. 


News Notes from Paris. 

Paris, April 24.—A German spy 
named Schurleder has been arrested, 
with a quantity of documents in his 
possession, which the police seized. 

In the-Senatorial elections today in 
the departments of Orne, Seine and 
Cote d Or, Republican candidates were 
returned.

The Captured Cattlemen at 
Fort Russell, 


Over Two Score of Tough Citizens 
Under Military Guard. 


What They Say of Their Campaign 
in Johnson County, Wyo. 


They Were Prepared to Run Out Rastlers, 
bat Did Not Bargain fora 
Fight With Federal 
Troops, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Denver (Colo.,) April 24.—[Ry the 
Associated Press.] The Republican’s 
special from Cheyenne says that Maj. 
Egbert, in command of the Seventeenth 
Infantry, which relieved three com- 
panies, of the Seventh Cavalry from 
Fort McKinney as guardsof the cap. 
tured stockmen, started from Fort Fet- 
terman at 7 o’clock this morning. The 
train was preceded by a pilot engine 
and caboose, the latter filled witha con- 
struction crew and tools to repair any 
possible damage to the tracks. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon the train 
pulled into Fort Russelldepot. Several 
hundred people awaited its: arrival. 
Two long lines of soldiers were drawn 
up at the depot. One was stationed 
along the length of the train, the other 
a short distance toward the fort. Maj. 
Egbert here received orders to hold the 
men in his charge until further orders. 

The baggage was first unloaded, then 
the twenty Texans came forth upon the 
platform and stood in a group, guarded 
by soldiers and awaiting orders. They 
were all young looking, but looked very 
tough, their recent experience giving 
them the appearance: of hard young 
citizens. ‘The last to appear were 
twenty-two cattlemen who looked tired 
and worn. The Texans were first 
marched away, guarded on every side 
by soldiers. Several hundred -vards be- 
hind were the cattlemen, closely 
guarded. 

The men were not disposed to talk 
much, except abouttheir journey. Con- 
sidering everything, they were in ex- 
ceedingly good spirits, the presence and 
words of friends having a good deal toe 
do with their feelings. 

‘‘Would you have surrendered to the 
sheriff's posse?’?’ was asked of one 
stockman. 

‘‘No, we would not,’’ was the reply. 
“Every man had made up his mind to 
die. where he was rather than surren- 
der, and we would have sold our lives” 
dearly.”’ 

Governor Barbour tonight stated in 
answer to a question propounded by a 
large number of reporters, who visited 
him in a body, that he had no knowl- 
edge whatever of the intention of, the 
cattlemen to make their invading trip. 
He also said that he had not decided ex- 
actly what will be done with the cap- 
tured men; for the present they will be 
kept at Fort Russell, and+when the 
time comes they will be turned over to 
the civil authorities. But before proe- 
ceeding further he would await further 
information, which was expected. 

CueyenNe (Wyo.,) April 24.—Maj, 
Wolcott and his forty-five men, come 
prising the band that invaded Johnson 
county to kill and run out cattle-thieves, 
are now at Fort Russell, three miles 
from town. ‘They left here nineteen 


days ago by special train, full of 
fight and confidence. Some of 
the fight lives but the confidence 


is. shattered. ‘‘We only figured on 
fighting rustlers,’’ said a leader, “and 
were willing to take all the chances 
with them. Their ability to enlist aid 
amazed and stunned us. By actual 
count their force at the surrender was 
820 able-bodied and well-armed men, 
who could be intelligently and effect- 
ively handled by Arapahoe Brown, who 
developed into a great general.”

WILLIAMS-DEEMING. 


Evidence That the Man Also Lived in Los 
Gatos, 

The mystery surrounding the maps 
known in Los Angeles as WiNiams, 
against whom a strong circumstantial 
case has been made ont identifying him 
as Deeming, the fiendish Australian 
wife murderer, has not yet been cleared 
up. In fact, the more the matter is in- 
vestigated the deeper the mystery be- 
comes. Mr. Shooter, his wife and other 
people who knew Williams in Los An- 
geles believe that he is no other than 
Deeming. Others equally weli ac- 
quainted with the man take the op- 
posite view. It has been established. 
beyond any question that Williams had 
several aliases, among them that of 
Mitchell, and recently Bidwell. One 
of the Bank of England forgers now 
lecturing in San Francisco, identified 
Williams by the published pictures of 
him as Shear,an ex-convict and bigamis® 
from New York. Fromthis it will be 
seen that evenshould Williams turn out 
not to be Deeming, his record is such, 
in connection with his Los Angeles do. 
ings that his character will not suffer 
by the publication, But the identity ot 
Williams-Deeming has not yet beer 
cleared up, and now anew complication 
has arisen. 

A.careful examination of the pub- 
lished tracing of Deeming, alias Will- 
iam’s Career, together with a printed . 
letter from a little Salvation Army 
waif, in Northern California, results in 
developing strong evidence that Deem- 
ing once lived in Los Gatos, a beautifal 
little town about sixty miles from San 
Francisco, and that he there abandoned 
the little baby girl, whose picture was 
found in his possession when he was 
arrested in Australia, charged with one 
of the most heinous crimes known to 
criminal history. 

The following letter was published fn 
the Salvation Army War Cry two 
months ago, and with it some very 
startling comparisons are made: 

PAPA, COME HOME. 

If Albert Edward Williams, who left his 
home in Los Gatos, July 27, 1886, will 
send his address to No. 1139 Market street, 
San Francisco, he will receive a letter that 
is waiting for him. Please, dear Jests, 
send papa home. HENRIETTA WILLIAMS, 

It will be remembered that it was in 
July, 1886, when Thomas Shooter of 
Los Angeles was .in San Francisco at- 
tending the Grand Army Encampment, 
dat which time he met and employed a 


‘pan named Williams, who claimed 


be surnamed Charles H., and brought 
him to Los Angeles, where he was em- 
ploved by Mr. Shooter, as has been 
published in Times. 

It will be noticed in the letter from 
little Henrietta that her papa’s name is 
Albert Edward Williams. The simi- 
larity in this name with the many 
alias which Deeming had _ chosen, 
is certainly remarkable to say the 
least, if it should prove to be 
only a coincidence.. If the Charles 
H. Williams of Los‘ Angeles, Albert 
Williams recognized on the steamer, 
Kaiser Wilhelm, Arthur Williams of 
Rainhill, a fashionable suburb of Liver- 
pool, and Albert Deeming of Sydney 
are all aliases of the phenomenal wife 
murderer, then the avove information 
from Los Gatos gives him another alias. 
There is certainly strong circumstantial 
evidence that, Albert Edward Williams 
of Los Gatos is the Charles H. Wiiliams 
of Los Angeles and the Albert Deeming 
of Sydney, Australia. ~ 


A BOY BADLY HURT. 


Thrown from a Horse by the Slipping of 
the Saddle. 

George Uhrig, a boy aged about 12 
years, the son of a dairyman living out 
on First street in the vicinity of West- 
lake Park, was probably fatally injured 
yesterday afternoon by being thrown | 
from a horse. 

The boy was riding along Seventh 
street, west of the park, when the sad- 
dle turned and he was thrown to the 
ground.

The Republican Convention Today, 
Some additional lists of delegates to 
the Republican County Convention are 
printed in today’s issue, and the re- 
mainder will doubtless be brought in 
this morning by the delegates them- 
selves along with their credentials. 
The convention assembles at 10 
o’clock this forenoon, and a short ses- 
sion is anticipated, as the amount of 
business to be transacted is not large. 
The composition of the delegations 
shows a degree of intelligence, strength 
and independence on their part, which 
gives promise that the recent attempt 
made at San Francisco, with the aid of 
a Federa} official of Los Angeles and 
one or two other persons, to ‘‘pro- 
gramme’’ the convention and settle in 
advance the choice of delegates to 
Minneapolis, will prove a failure, 
should it be tried today. Such an at- 
tempt deserves to fail. The Republi- 
cans of Los Angeles county are their 
own masters, amply capable of making 
their own choice of men and measures, 
without prompting from abroad or 
‘steering’? at home in obedience to 
official orders. 
The county, it is justly expected, will 
demand of and receive from the con- 
vention the fullest deserved recognition 
in the distribution of honors and re- 
sponsibilities. 


The New Steamship Line. 
The steamship Mineola, of the new 
Atlantic and Pacific line, is now on her 
third voyage from New York to this 
Coast. A cablegram to the local agents 
announced her safe drrival at Coronel, 
Chiie, in- thirty-nine days from New 
York. <Asthe worst part of her trip is 
now over there is little doubt that she 
will arrive safely, making the entire 
voyage to San Francisco in about sixty- 
This. will score three trips 
for the vessel without delay or accident. 
On her last trip to New York she car- 
ried some 10,000 packages of dried 
fruits and delivered them in perfect 
order. 
The Mineola has already been berthed 
at San Francisco, and the agents are 
receiving cargo for the return trip on 
which the vessel will start about June 
10. In accordance with the new land- 
ing arrangements she will call at Re- 
dondo on her way south. The agents 
anticipate large shipments of beans, 
asphaltum, wool, wine and honey, and 
it is possible that, if sufficient encour- 
agement is offered, the Mineola may 
put into Santa Barbara to receive ship- 
ments of the first two products. 

The steamship Progreso of the same 
line is now taking cargo in New York 
for this Coast, and expects to sail about 
May 10. She has already received 
about 1000 tons of freight for Los An- 
geles, This is encouraging as it shows 
a rapid development of the trade. 
The largest cargo for this port hitherto 
received by any single steamer of the 
line was about 875 tons. It also con- 
firms the good judgment: of the owners 
in changing their Southern California 
point of debarkation from San Diego to 
Redondo. As yet there is no record of 
any cargo being received for San Diego 
merchants, and the presumption is that 
they are sulking in their tents. This is 
wrong, and hardly reciprocates the 
spirit manifested by the Los Angeles 
merchants when San Diego was the 
landing point. It shows that with the 
San Diego people ‘local patriotism’’ 
ranks above loyalty to the general com- 
mercial interests of the State, and that 
the millennial period when we were go- 
ing to make a long and strong pull to- 
gether to free ourselves from the thrall- 
dom of monopoly by sea and land is 
still a long way off. 

While the subject istp we may be 
permitted to say that it has been a mat- 
ter of some wonder why the San Fran- 
cisco merchants who are seeking to 
break the chains of the railroad and Pa- 
cific Mail monopoly have raised such a 
hue and cry about starting a steamship 
line of their own when here is an inde- 
pendent line ready at hand to 
serve their purpose, and which 
with due encouragement may be ren- 
dered very effective. An old Latin 
saw runs somewhat to the effect 
that we should accept the goods that 
the gods provide. There is another 
more modern saw that a bird in the 
handis worthtwointhe bush. The same 
principle ought to apply to a steam- 
} ship line in the water. It is easier to 
fight the monopoly with something al- 
ready established, and to encourage 
and build up that opposition until it 
meets all requirements, than it is to be- 
gin with a subscription and acquire a 
new line at some time in the dim, dis- 
tant future. | 

Enough said. We are glad that the 
new line finds encouragement in in- 
creasing patronage. and that as yet it 
it has encountered no obstacles which 


| it could not easily surmount. May it 


go on achieving success and promoting 
the commercial prosperity of the Pa- 
cific Coast. May it never fall into the 
blighting grasp of the railroad and 
steamship monopoly, but keep on in its 
course. helping us to achieve commer- 
cial independence. 


Woman Suffrage in England. 

The fact that Gladstone has refused 
to ally himself with the cause of woman 
suffrage in England shows that the 
movement has not attained sufficient 
magnitude to command his support— 
that is all. Gladstone's career has been 
marked by a policy of following rather 
than attempting to lead the advanced 
guard of public opinion. He used to be 
a most vigorous opponent of Irish 
rights, but when the movement became 
so formidable that he saw the benefit of 
a change of policy he quickly changed, 
and placed himself in the front of the 
fight. In the course of his long public 
career he has reversed himself in the 
same way a half dozen times. Woman 
suffrage has really made much more 
advancement in England than in the 
United Stated, strange to say. Women 
there already enjoy the full franchise 
in municipal elections, 
step proposed is to allow them to vote 
in Parliamentary elections. Not much 
is said, however; about granting them 
the corullary of the proposition by mak- 
ing them eligible to seats in Parliament. 
If the cause goes on gaining ground as 
ithas in the past decade Mr. Glad- 
stone may yet live long enough to flop 
onthe woman's rights question. It is 
probable in any event that full suffrage 
will be granted to the women in En- 
gland before it is attained by their 
American sisters. 


Mr. H. ZerHaNntau editor of 
the Evening Express and Collector of the 
Port (at long range) has frequently 
and frantically screamed his double- 
leaded and hypocritical scream to the 
effect that he has ‘‘no personal objec- 
tion to Col. Otis’? as a candidateto the 
Minneapolis convention, but is dread- 
fully afraid he is not sound on Mr. Os- 
borne’s own particular candidate, 
whom he has decreed shall receive all 
the votes of California, or the State’s 
delegates will get themselves disliked 
by H. Zephaniah and his organ. As it 
is notorious that this official censor has 
long been moved solely by personal vin- 
dictiveness toward and professional jeal- 
ousy of Tue Times, his plausible profes- 
sions to the contrary are not worth the 
paper they are written upon. It isask- 
ing quite too much when Mr. Osborne 
demands of the delegates, as he has 
been doing for a week past, that they 
so vote as to gratify his personal spleen. 
What has the convention to do with the 
private grievances and business troubles 
of the editor of the Evening Express? 
The political position of Col. Otis is 
known to the gelegates and to the 
people, and by that position he will 
stand. He does not intend to fall. 


France has adopted vigorous repres- 
sive measures toward the Anarchists, 
and, without waiting for overt acts, 
seizes them wherever found and pops 
them into prison. The arrest of over 
100 suspects Friday and the breaking 
up of a couple of Anarchist newspapers 
is an indication of the vigor with which 
the marplots are treated. In America 
these peopie would be allowed to meet 
and plot and effervesce in print as much 
as they chose, provided they committed 
no overt act and did not infringe the 
legal rights of others. If they went to 
the extent of attacking or killing some- 
body or destroying property, they would 
be arrested, tried, and perhaps punished. 
yit is a question which is the better line 
of policy. In the old country the policy 
of suppression only makes martyrs of 
the ringleaders and does not stamp out 
their ideas. In this country it would do 
the same. Butif those ideas were left 
to work out their own salvation, many 
of them would eventually die of inan- 
ition. The policy of non-inteference 
except in the case of infraction of the 
laws is probably the better in the long 
ran. 


TaE straitened financial condition of 
Italy and complications arising there- 
from have led to the retirement of Sig- 
nor Colombo, Minister of Finance and 
his succession by Signor Luzatti. It is 
probably true that Italy has over- 
strained her revenues and credit by es- 
tablishing one of the most formidable 
naval armaments in the world, and 
otherwise keeping herself on a war 
footing in time of peace. Italy is neither 
large enough nor prosperous enough to 
endure such a strain without the~most 
serious consequences, leading eventu- 
ally, perhaps, to national bankruptcy and 
loss of credit. The military footing main- 
tained by the European powers is, in 
fact, a severe strain onall of them. Only 
the very strongest financially will be 
able to endure it fora long period. In 
this, as in most of the great events in 
modern political history, it 1s the long- 
est pole which will reach the persim- 
mon. Itisa question of financial en- 
durance more than of military strength, 
as the poet Tennyson puts it, 


The waiting time, my brothers, is the hard- 
est time of all. 


WE have before us a copy of the joint 
resolution introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Gallinger providing for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to select a 
site for the establishment of a national 
sanitarium forthe treatment of pul- 
monary diseases. It appropriates $15,- 
000 for preliminary -expenses, and 
specifies that the site shall be in some 
one of the Territories of the United 
States and upon such of the public 
lands as may be unoccupied. The com- 
mission is to report its selection within 
six months and the President is then to 
withdraw a suitable reservation from 
entry and sale. If. the measure is 
adopted, here is an excellent opportun- 
ity for Arizona to secure an important 
public institution. Probably Arizona, 
with its high plateaus, dry atmosphere 
and mild climate, is the best Territory 
in which to found a sanitarium of this 
kind.. It would certainly outrank other 
Territories in. the bleak regions of the 
North. 


‘‘FETTERED ComMmMERCcE: How the Pa- 
cific Mail and the Railroads have Bled 
San Francisco,’’ is the title of a pam- 
phiet just issued by the San Francisco 
Call. It presents a series of articles 
which have appeared -recently in the

Call on topics indicated by the title. 
Several of the articles have already 
been. quoted from and approvingly 
commented upon in these columns. 
There is no question that these articles 
have gone more directly to the core of 
San Francisco’s mercantile embarrass- 
ments than anything else that has been 
published on the subject. They have 
outlined the true causes of the deca- 
dence of commerce and have presented 
a picture of the discrimination and in- 
justice practiced against the metropo- 
lis by subsidized monopolies in a way 
that should excite the indignation of 
the entire State. The fact remains, as 
frequently stated by Tue Times, that the 
very corporations that have drawn the 
largest subsides from the Government 
for the ostensible purpose of building up 
commerce have done most to break it 
down and drive it into foreign channels. 
San Francisco must thoroughly compre- 
hend this state of affairs and must fight 
against the discriminations and defeat 
them if she is ever to regain anything 
like her lost prestige. ° 


Joun W. Hoyt, chairman of the Rus- 
sian Famine Relief Committee of the 
United States, sends to Tur Times a 
circular letter in which he calls atten- 
tion to a project recently started of se- 
curing a shipload of breadstuffs from 
the Pacific Coast States to start directly 
from one of our own ports.

Services at the English Luth 
eran Church. 


The Farewell Sermon of the Pastor, 
Rev. C. W. Heisler. 


Dr. Thompson’s ‘Able Discourse on 
“Dreams and Vistons.”’ 


Bishop Bowman at the Salem Church— 
Regular Services at the First Bap. 
tist, Christian, Immanuel and 
Trinity M. E. Church. 


An unusually large congregation 
gathered at the First English Lutheran 
Church yesterday morning to listen to 
the farewell sermon of Rev. C. W. 
Heisler, who for the past five and one 
half years has been the pastor of this 
society. When M. Heisler first as- 
sumed charge of the society in October, 
1886, it numbered but twenty-three 
members, and the services were held in 
a hall on Spring street. Since that 
time the membership has increased to 
126, and the beautiful little church, 
corner Eighth and Flower streets, has 
been built and paid for with the ex- 
ception of about $8000. This church, 
in point of elegant finish and artistic 
architecture. has not its equal in the 
city. The richness and beauty of its 
interior, with its handsomely carved 
pews, its elegant carpéts, its artistic 
frescoing and beautifully stained win- 
dows made it an ideal house of God—a 
fit temple for the worship of the Most 
High. During his ministrations hete, 
Mr. Heisler has wonderfully endeared 
himself to the hearts of his people and 
to hosts of friends outside his church, 
many of whom were present yesterday 
morning to hear his farewell words, and 
it is with*deepest regret that they are 
compelled to part with him on account 
of his failing health. Last year he spent 
several months in the mountains, and 
came back to his work after this vaca- 
tion with renewed strength and zeal, 
but that strength soon failed and a 
change of climate was found to be im- 
perative, hence he has accepted a call 
issued many times before from Colo- 
tado, hoping that the mountain air will 
fully restore him to health. 

During his pastorate here Mr. Heisler 
has preached 399 sermons, baptized 52 
people, officiated at 84 funerals and as 
many marriages, and made 1915 pasto- 
ral visits. In this time the church has 
paid for minister’s salary and general 
running expenses $4429.26, for benev- 
olences $455.55, on church property 
$12,139.92; the Sunday-school has 
raised $783.43, making a grand sum 
total of $17,807.96, which this little 
band of 126 people have raised in that 
length of time. 

Rev. Mr. Heisler’s sermon yesterday 
morning was based on Acts xx:31-82, 
words from St. Paul’s farewell address 
to the Ephesian elders at Miletus. 
Very tenderly, very earnestly and pa- 
thetically did the young minister bid 
farewell to his loved people, even as did 
the veteran St. Paul in that ancient city. 
He exhorted in turn the young members 
on whose heads his hands have been 
laid in holy confirmation; those of riper 
years with whom he has taken counsel; 
the elders, deacons and trustees of the 
church, and commended them all to the 
care of Him in whose honor and for 
whose sake all this work has been done. 
At the close of this secmon the choir, 
led by Mrs. Horton, sang with pathetic 
sweetness, ‘‘When Shall We Meet 
Again, Meet Ne’er to Sever’’? Mrs. 
Horton also sang a beautiful solo during 
the service. The altar was beautifully 
decorated with flowers, including many 
exquisite floral pieces, a harp, lyre and 
anchor of roses. 

Mr. Heisler and family leave for 
Colorado via San Francisco next 
Wednesday. On Tuesday evening the 


reception, to which are most cordially 
invited the many friends of Mr. Heisler. 
The affair will occur in the church. 

A call will be issued to some minister 
to fill the vacant pulpit as soon as prac- 
ticable; in fact there is one under con- 
sideration now. Until that time,.begin- 
ning with Sunday, May 8, Rev. Mr. 
Moser of San José will take charge of 
the church.

He said that 
the Waldenses had done three things 
for the church, -They preserved the 
Bible from destruction; they distrib- 
uted Bibles to surrounding people, and 
they. preserved the true faith.

THE NATIVE SONS, 


Arrival of Delegates to the Grand 
Parlor. 
The Reception at the Areade Depot 
Yesterday Afternoon. 
A Cordial Greeting Extended to the 
Honored Visitors. 


List of Delegates to the Grand Parlor 
Which Meets Today—The Reception 
This Evening—Attractive Pro. 
gramme Arranged. 


There is something very appropriate 
fn a meeting of the Native Sons of the 
Golden West in a city which was 
founded long before any of these native 
sos were born—more than halfa cen- 
tury before California was admitted to 
the Union, and shorly after the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
(Los Angeles was a flourishing pueblo 
when the only native sons within the 
borders of California were of Spanish 
blood. For a short time it was the cap- 
ital of the State, long before the first 
bear flag—seen so numerously on our 
streets today-—was raised. 

For a couple of weeks past prepara- 
tions have been under way to give a 
fitting reception to the delegates to 
the fifteenth annual meeting of the 
Grand Parlor, N.S.G.W. The streets 
of Los Angeles have gradually ben as- 
Multi- 
colored flags, bunting, palms and flow- 
ers have blossomed out on all leading 


‘thoroughfares. The decoration has 
een very general. Kew leading busi- 
ness houses but have some character- 
isttc adornment. The bear is omni- 
present, in many varied attitudes, ram- 
pant, couchant and otherwise. The 
Committee on Decorations consisted of 
A. Ramish, chairman; N. W. Quirolo, 
F. W. How, Will B. Gard, O. A. Weid 
and J. R. Eckstrom. 

Yesterday was a typical Southern 
California day. The heat of the sun, 
which shone from a cloudless sky, was 
modified by a gentle ocean breeze. A 
large crowd thronged the platform of 
the Arcade depot as early as 3 o'clock. 
There were members of the Reception 
Committee, with their handsome crim- 
son and gold badyes, resident Native 
Sons. and citizens with their families, 
awaiting friends among the visiting 
patty. The report had, in some man- 
ner, become current that two Pullmans, 
filled with Native Sons,.were to arrive 
on the regular San Francisco train, due 
at 8:15 o'clock. The train was late, 
and did not arrive until 3:49. -Whenit 
came in there were only a few stray 
delegates onboard. Another wait of 
ten minutes and the special train of 
eight Pullman cars rolled into the sta- 
tion, punctual to a minute, at 4 p.m. 
At Mojave the train had been an hour 
and three-quarters late, but time was 
made on the stretch from that point to 
Los Angeles. 

A delegation of the Reception Commit- 
tee had gone up. to Tehachepi on the 
previous evening and boarded the 
special at that place. They took with 
them fruit and flowers, which were dis- 
tributed among the Visitors. It had 
been arranged that a delegation of 
Native Daughters should go up to greet 
the guests at Burbank, but owing tothe 
lateness of the train no stop was made» 
there, and delegation did not leave. 

As soon as the'train pulled into the 
depot, Douglas’s band, dressed in new 
and gaudy uniforms of yellow, trimmed 
with red, struck up a lively air. The 
Reception Committee guided the dele- 
gates to the electric cars, half a dozen 
of which were in waiting, handsomely 
decorated with flowers, palms and dra- 
pery. The band took seats on the first 
car, and as many delegates as could sit, 
stand or hang on took places on the 
following cars. The band began to 
play and the cars moved off up town. 
Many who could not find room on tie 
leading cars waited for others, which 
quickly followed. Rooms were found 
for the visitors at the various hotels, 
each leading hostlery of the city get- 
ting aquota. The delegates were glad 
to rest after their long journey. It had 
been quite warm on the train. Drink- 
ables of all description were exhausted, 
even to the ice water. The Committee 
on Hotels, which looked after the com- 
fort of the guests, consisted of J. C. 
Foy, chairman; Bugene Maxwell, An- 
thony Schwamm;"W. F. Nordholdt, W.

In many cases delegates, although 
born in the State, had never seen Los 
Angeles, its oldest city of importance. 
It was interesting to hear their com- 
ments. Evidently many of them had 
imbibed an idea which is widely enter- 
tained up North, that this is somewhat 
of a ‘‘busted’’ community, and a more 
or tess moribund city. The remarks 
about our streets—busy, even on a Sun- 
day—business blocks and general air of 
prosperity were punctuated with ex- 
clamations of surprise.

BERING SEA CONTROVERSY. 


Centerville— 


Result of Special Agent Evans’s Visit 
to Los Angeles. 


Testimony of Col, H. G. Otis on the Seal 
Industry—The Result of Three 
Years’s Actual Experience 
on the Islands. 


As already stated in Tae Times, Spe- 
cial Agent J. F. Evans, of the United 
States Treasury Department, stationed 
in San Francisco, is now in Los An- 
geles with instructions from Washing- 
ton to take the testimony of Col. H. G. 
Otis, formerly Special Treasury Agent 
in charge of the seal islands of Alaska 
in 1879, 1880 and 1881. This testi- 
mony is designed for use in the arbitra- 
tion case now pending between the 
United States and Great Britain, and is 
taken under the immediate direction of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, but for 
the benefit of the State Department. 
The aim of our government will be to 
show that the former great abundance 
and prime condition of the seal life in 
Bering Sea was due largely to the legal 
protection afforded by the United 
States; to the general absence of poach- 
ets from those waters; to the scrupu- 


‘lous care formerly exercised in taking 


seals for their skins; to the careful 
Sparing of the females, and to the 
total absence from pelagic sealing in the 
waters adjacent to the islands. 

Mr. Evans has already spent several 
hours, with a stenographer to assist 
him, in taking the testimony of Col. 
Otis, and will today complete and trans- 
cribe the testimony taken. The sub- 
ject was gone into at length. Official 
reports made in 1879, 1880, 1881 and 
1882 were brought out, the condition 
of the seal rookeries and hauling 
grounds at that time was shown, and 
the vast abundance of fur seals there 
was compared with the scant numbers 
now. .The testimony taken goes to 
show the inevitable result foreseen by 
the Government agent twelve years 
ago, namely, that the withdrawal from 
the Seal Islands of the fullest protec- 


‘tion, and the admission of foreign and 


American poachers into the natural 
home of the delicate and sensitive fur 
seal, to prey upon this precious animal 
life, could only end fn the ultimate de- 
struction of the breeding rookeries and 
the practical extinction of this invalua- 
ble race of fur-bearing animals. ‘The 
trend of the testimony given by Col. 
Otis was allin the direction of main- 
taining the contention of the United 
States against Great Britain. He 
expressed the view that our Govern- 
ment should long since have joined 
with Russia in a strong naval alliance 
for the protection of the’ mutual inter- 
ests of the two nations inthe waters 
The 
government of the Czar still exercises 
jurisdicticn over the islands of the 
Commander group—towit: Copper, 
Bering and Komindorsky—which lie in 
about the same latitude near the Sibe- 
rian shore, and which are also natural 
resorts of the fur sealing. 


Special Agent Evans, who is a 


trusted officer of the Government, will 
leave for San Francisco as soon as his 
mission to Los Angeles ‘is completed.

It is given out that’ the Terminal road 
proposes to build a new station at the cor- 
ner of Pasadena avenue and Colorado 
street. If this site is finally deeided upon 
there is good reason to believe thatit will 
prove a mistake, and this opinion is shared 
by the great majority of the traveling pub- 
lic. This roadis popular and doesa big 
business, not only on account of its fre- 
quent and rapid train service, but also be- 
cause of the central location of the present 
station. Move the station out to Pasadena 
avenue and there will be a sure falling off 
in patronage. It is only a difference of 
about two blocks, and while the change 
would be satisfactory to a small portion of 
the west side residents, nine out of every 
ten business men and everybody living on 
the east side would be incommoded, in 
which case a considerable proportion of the 
present Terminal patrons would be found 
riding onthe Santa Fé. If the Terminal 
managers afe wise—and we believe they 
are---they will at least build the new sta- 
tion not further west than Delacy street. 
This, it seems, could be done, and at the 
sametime permit the sharpcurve to be 
lessened as much as need be. Keeping a 
firm grip on the bulk of the Pasadena pas- 
senger traffic to Los Angeles is more im- 
portant than a straight track to Altadena,

FRESH LITERATURE, 


THE DUCHESS OF ANGAULEME, and the 
Two Restorations. By IMBERT DE SAINT- 
AMAND. Translated by James Davis. 
(New York: Charles Scribner's Sons.*) 


During the past two years the pub- 
lishers have issued translations of ten 
of M. Imbert de Saint-Amand’s histor- 
ical works, relating to the momentous 
and agitated period dating from the be- 
ginning of the French revolution to the 
seating of Louis XVIII on the throne of 
his ancestors after the battle of Water- 
loo. The success of these has led the 
publishers to commence the issue of the 
important series relating to the period 
immediately following the Napoleonic 
era, the period of the restoration. Of 
this period the author’s famous women 
of the French court are the Duchess of 
Angauléme and the Duchess of Berry. 
The present volume, like its predecess- 
ors, is largely biographical, and pos- 
sesses the lively interest belonging to 
personality, but it is, im addition, 
equally a picture of the times to which 
it relates, and is largely made up of 
contemporary memoirs and letters and 
original documents, and it is a valuable 
contribution to’ French history. The 
author’s style is forcible, direct, pleas- 
ing, and he readily transplants the 
reader to the times of which he writes. 


A FELLOW AND HIS WIFE. By BLANC 
WILLIs HowARD and WILLIAM SHARP. 
Boston and New York: Houghton, Mif- 
in & Co.*) 

The story in this little volume is told 
in the form of correspondence. The 


. beautiful young girl wife goes to Rome 


infatuated with art and longing to 
make a grand name for herself through 
what she may achieve. Her teacher is 
a man of unusual talent and stands at 
the head of his profession in the impe- 
rial city. But he is thoroughly unprin- 
cipaled, aman who makes hearts his 
playthings and breaks them as he would 
a useless toy. Blinded by her admira- 
tion for his rare genius the young wife 
is unconsciously ensnared by him, but 
is saved by the watchful love of her 
husband and the zealous watchfulness 
of one of his victims, and her heart is 
filled with horror and with shame when 
she sees the brink upon which she stood 
and the awful gulf into which she might 
have fallen. The story is chastely and 
vividly told, and is: a moral lesson 
which it willdo no harm for even the 
young to read who are unacquainted 
with life and the snares which are 
sometimes laid for the thoughtless and 
unwary, for the character of the un- 
principled man of the world is painted 
in its true colors and one can but hate 
it, it is so revolting.

As was briefly stated in this paper 
yesterday, an allegation is made ina 
Chicago special dispatch to the San 
Francisco Chronicle that an English- 
man calling himself C. H. Cook, claim- 
ing to be a superintendent of the Lon- 
don and Northwestern, has been syste- 
matically victimizing prominent rail- 
road officials in this country, and is sup- 
posed to be now in California. The 
way the Englishman ‘‘worked”’’ astute 
railroad presidents like Chauncey M. 
Depew of the New York Central, 
George B. Roberts of the Pennsylvania, 
Roswell Miller of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, and others 
equally well known and shrewd, reads 
like a fairy tale. It is easier nowa- 
days for an Englishman to swindle rail- 
road officers than it is for an American, 


although some of the latter have fiad the 


advantage of long practice. When an 
American applicant for a pass is sus- 
pected it is quite easy for the pass-giv- 
ing ge to send a telegraphic inquiry 
to the man’s alleged heiting lace. 
This costs nothing cea often s we hu. 
miliating blunders, but the English 
swindler’s home is not only further 
away, but-the railroad officials cannot 
use the cable as inexpensively as they 
do the Western Union Telegraph Com- 


pany. 

This is why that young English jour- 
nalist recently enjoyed so many free 
privileges toand from California, and 
the alleged official of the London and 
Northwestern has up to the pres- 
ent. reveled in passes bearing 
signatures] of men enjoying, national 
reputations. In view of the fact that 
English railroad presidents are very 
chary of extending any courtesies to 
visiting officials from this side of the 
pond, and that this man Cook did not 
pretend to a higher title than assistant 
of the-London and Northwestern, the 
evident eagerness of the Yankee rail- 
road presidents to load him down with 
passes is laughable. If Cook had been 
content to deadhead his way over this 
country, and had avoided being inter- 
viewed by newspaper reporters his 
career would have been unterrupted for 
some time yet, but he talked too much, 
and his published utterances reached the 
eye of a real representative of the road 
in New York, who promptly bulletined 
the fellow asafraud. Whether he has 
yet been in Los Angeles is not known, 
but the dispatch alluded to says he is 
now junketing in this State as a guest 
of the Southern Pacific Company. If 
so he will pay his fare home, or walk. 

OPEN STEAM CARS FOR THE FAIR. 

World’s Fair visitors who seek the 
grounds via the Illinois Central will ex- 
perience the novelty of riding in open 
cars, the first of which is now being 


built at the company’s shops at the foot 


of Twenty-fifth street. With the ex- 
ception of a few minor details, the new 
car is an enlarged edition of the ordi- 
nary open cable streetcars. The caris 
designed to seat 110 persons comfort- 
ably, although at least twenty-four 
more average-sized persons/May be ac- 
commodated with seats. The length of 
the vehicle over all is 58 feet, and from 
sill to sill 45 feet and linch. The 
width is 8 feet inside, and the height 
from rail to roof 138 feet, 9% inches. 
Across the ends of the car are seats, and 
there are, in the interior, ten double- 
seated compartments. Ten doorways 
open on either side into the aisles. No 
steps or platform‘will be attached to 
the car. The World’s Fair train will 
make no stops between Van Buren 
street and the exposition grounds, and 
the platforms atthe terminals will be 
of the same height asthe floor of the 
cars. In finish and workmanship the 
coaches will be of the same class as the 
suburban cars, The one difficulty to be 
overcome and which is giving the build- 
ers no little trouble, is the inventipn of 
an automatic device for quickly closing 
the openings to prevent passengers 
from falling or being pushed from the 
open doorways. A baror guard-rail of 
some description must be thrown across 
the openings and it is deemed imprac- 
ticable to have the bar shot horizon- 
tally, as many persons would be apt to 
have their armsor handsin the way. 
The lever which closes the openings 
must throw the bar from a vertical po- 
sition so that passengers occupying end 
seats may see it descending and thus be 
warned in time to prevent accidents.

Detective Bowler’s Prisoner Says His 
Name is Lee Horrell. 


On Friday evening last Detective M. 
T. Bowler, of the police force, arrested 
aman, who styled himself as Ray Har- 
ris, on Main street, and, inspite of his 
protests and remonstrances, locked him 
up inthe city prison uponsuspicion of 
being wanted for murder. Although 


there was nothing on which to base his |’ 


belief in the feljow’s identity beyond the 
fact that he answered to a description 
of the fngitive received from the north 
some months ago, the detective con- 
cluded to take chances, and he now has 
good cause for self-congratulation, for 
yesterday afternoon his prisoner ad- 
mitted that his right name was Lee 
Horrell. 

He is wanted for the murder of a man 
named Howard, a night-watchman in 
the employ of the Southern Pacific at 
Rio Vista, near Sacramento, on January 
29 last, the particulars of which ap- 
peared at the time of the occurrence in 
all the daily papers on the Coast. The 
murderer escaped, but the finger of 
guilt pointed at Horrell and an accom- 
plice, who assisted him in the burglary 
of the Southern Pacific depot, and a 
large reward was offered fortheir ar- 
rest. Shortly after it occurred a man 
was arrested here by Deputy Sheriff 
Russell, but the Sheriff of Napa county, 
who came down for him, failed to iden- 
tify the prisoner, who was thereupon 
turned loose. Bowler’s captive, how- 
ever, has himself dispelled all doubts as 
to his identity, although he denies all 
knowledge of the offense of which he is 
charged, and he will be taken north to-
